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1 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That before this Act becomes
2 effectiveit shall first be submitted to areferendum of the legally qualified voters of

3 Carroll County at the general election to be held in November of 2004. The cost of the
4 dection, if any, shall be paid by the County governing body. The County governing

5 body and the Board of Supervisors of Elections of Carroll County shall do those things
6 necessary and proper to provi ide for and hold the referendum requwed by thls sect|on

16 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act may not be

17 construed to have any effect on the County Commissioners of Carroll County serving
18 on the effective date of this Act, but shall be applied, in accordance with Section 2 of
19 this Act, to the election of the Board of County Commissionersin November 2006.

20 SECTION 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, subject to the
21 provisions of Sections 2 and 3 of this Act and for the sole purpose of providing for the
22 referendum required by Section 2 of this Act, this Act shall take effect July 1, 2003.
